To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Cheltenham  Rural  District  Council, 


Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1959  on 
the  environmental  hygiene  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Rural  District.  The  report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with 
Circular  1/60  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  Regulations  5 (5) 
and  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959* 

I am  indebted  to  the  staff  for  much  of  the  detail 
of  the  report  and  to  Mr .E ,H .Rosser , Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Surveyor,  for  the  part  dealing  with  the  work  of  his 
department . 


As  is  usual  the  Health  Statistics  such  as  the 
Birth  Rate,  the  Death  Rate  and  particularly  the  Infantile 
Mortalityi  compare  favourably  with  the  corresponding  rates  for 
the  country  as  a whole. 

The  District  was  free  from  acute  poliomyelitis 
and  other  outbreaks  of  serious  infectious  disease.  At  the  time 
of  writing  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  available  to  all 
people  under  40  years  of  age,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
poorest  acceptance  is  amongst  teenagers. 

Substantial  progress  continues  to  be  made  in 
dealing  with  unfit  dwellings.  The  fourth  of  the  five  instalments 
of  these  houses  was  due  for  consideration  but  of  the  86  houses 
in  this  batch,  in  only  34  instances  was  further  action  necessary. 

Following  a Public  Inquiry  the  Minister  gave  his 
consent  to  the  provision,  at  a cost  of  £7,900,  of  a piped  water 
supply  to  Cowley  village. 

The  additional  5[00 ,000  gallon  reservoir  was 
completed  at  Dixton  and  brought  into  use  to  improve  the  water 
supply  to  Bishop*  s Cleeve,  Go  the  ring  ton  and  V/oodmancb  te  , 

Negotiations  were  undertaken  with  the  War 
Department  for  acquisition  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Ashchurch . 


Sewers  were  laid  in  Bamfurlong  and  The  Reddings 
and  a start  was  made  on  the  main  sewerage  scheme  for  Go  the ring  ton 
and  Woolstohe. 


I am  glad  to  be  able  to  express  my  thanks  to 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  to  my  colleagues 
for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

POPULATION 


The  esbimabe  of  bhe  Regisbrar  General  for  bhe  populabion 
was  29,700  an  increase  of  450  over  1958.  The  nabural  increase 
of  populabion,  excess  of  birbhs  over  deabhs,  was  270. 

BIRTH  RATE 

There  were  557  birbhs  and  albhough  only  15  more  bhan  lasb 
year,  bhe  Birbh  Rabe  19*0  is  much  higher  bhan  in  bhe  counbry 
as  a whole,  where  bhis  rabe  is  16. 5. 


DEATH  RATE 


287  people  died  diu?ing  bhe  year  and  albhough  24  more  bhan 
in  1958,  bhe  Deabh  Rabe,  9*7  is  considerably  lower  bhan  bhe 
nabional  rabe  11.6. 

INFANT  MORTiUilTY 


Here  again  bhe  Disbricb  has  been  forbunabe,  only  10  babies 
died  under  one  year  of  age,  so  bhab  bhe  Infanbile  Morbaliby 
rabe  is  18.0  and  compares  very  favourably  wi bh  bhe  rabe  22.0 
for  England  a^nd  V/ales.

There  were  twelve  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  and 
two  deaths  from  the  disease  during  the  year. 

Although  the  outlook  for  the  patient  is  much  more 
favourable  nowadays  because  of  modern  therapy,  people  are  becoming 
infected  and  fall  victims  of  the  disease.  Full  support  is  required 
for  preventive  measures,  maximum  use  made  of  the  Mass  Radiography 
Service  and  B .C oG. Vaccina tion  which  is  offered  to  chiLdren  leaving 
school .

The  Home  Help  Service  conbinues  bo  be  of 
greab  value  in  rendering  bimely  assisbance  bo  old  people  living 
alone  and  so  enabling  bhem  bo  carry  on.

PROGRESS  IN  DEALING  WITH  UNLIT  HOUSES 


Housinr<  Acb,  1957. 


During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  nade  quite 
substantial  progress  with  its  prograrne  for  dealing  with  unfit 
houses  in  the  area.  The  houses  selected  to  form  the  EOURTH 
instalment  comprised  all  the  Category  VUwel lings  in  the  parishes 
of  ^ Bishop's  Cleeve,  Boddington,  Elnstone  Ilardwicke,  Go therington , 
Leigh,  Oxen  ton , Prescot 1 5 Prestbury,  Southam,  Uckington,  Woodman cote 
and  Swindon. 

The  re-survey  carried  out  in  lOD'T/h  showed  that  there 
were  70  Category  V houses  in  these  twelve  parishes.  A further 
16  houses  had  been  added  bringing  the  number  to  86  d'wellings,  or 
more  than  double  the  annual  target  set  for  us  by  the  Ministry. 

But  by  the  beginning  of  this  year  no  less  than  26  of 
these  had  already  been  dealt  with  in  earlier  years  on  grounds 
of  extreme  urgency  and  a further  26  had  been  so  improved  by  the 
owners  as  to  merit  up-grading,  leaving  only  3d-  houses  for 
consideration  by  the  Council.  Pour  more  houses,  three  in  V'^inchcombe 
and  one  in  Coberley,  were  brought  forward  on  grounds  of  urgency, 
and  the  four  almshouses  vi/hich  had  been  excluded  by  the  Minister 
from  the  Deerhurst  No.  1 (1956)  Clearance  Area  were  represented 
to  the  Council  as  individual  unfit  houses,  bringing  the  total 
programme  for. 1959  to  42  houses. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  formal  procedures  had  been 
completed,  including  the  hearing  by  the  Council  of  owners* 
submissions.  The  number  of  housing  units  for  displaced  tenants 
is  not  likely  to  exceed  24. 


PUBLIC  S^flMilNG  BATHS 


STANTON  OPEN-AIR  POOL 

This  is  a well  constructed  concrete  lined  pool,  158  ft. 
by  56  ft.  with  a mean  depth  of  4 ft.  and  a capacity  of  approximately 
70,000  gallons. 

It  is  beautifully  situated  in  a fold  of  the  hills  on 
the  eastern  outskirts  of  the  village,  and  it  is  in  regular  use 
during  the  summer  months  not  only  by  bathers  of  Stanton  and  the 
siurrounding  villages  but  also  by  visitors  to  the  Gloucestershire 
Education  Authority's  Summer  Youth  Camp  which  is  close  by. 

There  are  six  dressing  huts  and  a sanitary  convenience 
for  females  on  one  side  of  the  pool  and  similar  provision  on  the' 
other  side  for  males.  Two  white  painted  life-buoys  are 
prominently  hung  within  easy  reach. 

The  pool  is  maintained  and  administered  by  the  Stanton 
Parish  Council.  No  charge  is  made  for  adi'iission,  but  there  is  ’■ 
a collection  box  for  voluntary  donations. 

The  water  is  supplied  to  the  Parish  Council  by  the 
Cheltenham  Rural  District  Council  from  its  public  supply  reservoir 
at  a concessionary  charge  of  6d,  per  thousand  gallons. 
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The  water  derives  froa  hill  springs  and  is  of  very 
good  quality.  It  is  treated  with  sulphate  of  aanionia  and 
chloros  to  i-jiaintain  the  residual  chlorine  at  a Hininum  of  1 
part  per  million.  The  frequency  of  changing  is  determined  by 
the  prevailing  weather  conditions  and  the  extent  to  which  the 
pool  is  used.  During  the  sumner  bathing  season  of  approximately 
four  months  in  the  year  under  review,  the  ppol  was  emptied  and 
^•^filied  eight  tines.  After  each  emptying  the  walls  and  floor 
of  the  pool  are  scoured  with  stiff  brooms  and  hosed  off  to 
remove  sediment  and  clinp^oo'  ’alp'’ac. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  have  been 
consistently  satisfactory  the  last  report  showing  -

WAT.dR  SUPPLY 

Part  of  the  Rural  District  is  within  the  supply  areas 
of  the  Gloucester  and  Cheltenham  Corporation's  water  undertakings. 

The  Council's  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality.  All  the  supplies  are  chlorinated.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  again  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Department  for  which  I am  responsible  to  the 
Council. 


The  activities  of  the  Council  have  continued  to 
increase  and  in  the  succeeding  part  of  the  report  it  is  proposed 
to  deal  with  various  duties  under  separate  headings,  unless  they 
have  already  been  dealt  with  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


HOUS^ING 

The  provision  of  housing  accommodation,  v/hilst  it  is 
still  a very  important  matter,  is  less  acute  than  at  any  time 
since  the  War  ended  in  1945®  The  building  of  private  houses  has 
'continued  throughout  the  year  and  it  is  possible  for  anyone  v/ho 
wishes  to  purchase  to  find  suitable  accommodation  within  a short 
period.  The  number  of  completed  private  houses  was  213  in  1959  as 
against  250  in  195S,  and  the  number  in  course  of  erection  had 
fallen  to  91  as  against  139  as  at  the  end  of  195S* 

The  number  of  houses  completed  in  the  District  totalled 
236,  and  based  on  an  average  of  3i  persons  per  house,  this  means 
that  826  persons  have  been  provided  with  permanent  accommodation 
during  the  year. 

The  efforts  of  this  Council  have  been  directed  to 
providing  housing  at  Alder ton.  Stoke  Orchard  and  Winchcombe, 

71  houses  are  nov/  in  course  of  erection  at  Bishops  Cleeve  and  8 at 
Winchcombe, 

The  list  of  applications  for  houses  fluctuates  in  the 
region  of  300/350, 

The  occupation  of  caravans  is  still  a feature  of  the 
housing  of  people  in  the  district  and  a further  licensed  site 
came  into  use  during  the  year. 

Temporary  Housing 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1959  the  Council  still  controlled 
accommodation  on  the  former  camp  site  at  The  Park,  Stoke  Orchard. 
The  policy  of  the  Council  is  to  re-house  the  families  from  this 
site  as  soon  as  permanent  houses  are  available  and  to  dispose  of 
the  buildings  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

During  the  year  under  reviev/  the  Council's  programme  for 
dealing  v/ith  unfit  houses  has  been  further  accelerated  and  this  has 
resulted  in  the  removal  of  another  90  houses  from  the  list  of 
Category  V dwellings  scheduled  for  Housing  Act  procedure,  thus  more 
than  doubling  the  target  of  41  houses  per  annum  set  for  us  by  the 
Ministry. 

This  FOURTH  instalment  consisted  in  the  main  of  the  twelve 
parishes  of  Bishops  Cleeve,  Boddington,  Elmstone  Hardwicke, 
G-otherington,  Leigh,  Oxenton,  Prescott,  Prestbury,  Southern,  Uckington 
Woodmancote,  and  Swindon,  comprising  in  all  86  Category  V dwellings 
as  indicated  by  the  1954/5  re-survey  and  added  since.  Pour 
additional  dwellings,  three  in  Winchcombe  and  one  in  Coberley,  v/ere 
brought  forward  and  dealt  with  on  grounds  of  specistl  urgency, 
bringing  the  total  programme,  as  already  stated,  to  90  dY;ellings. 

Of  this  number  26  had  already  been  dealt  with  and  a further  26  had 
been  improved  and  up-graded,  leaving  a net  number  of  38  houses 
requiring  the  Council's  action.  To  this  number  v/ere  added  four 
almshouses  v/hich  had  been  excluded  by  the  Minister  from  a modified 
Order  made  in  connection  with  the  Deerhurst  No,  1 (1956)  Clearance 
Area,  and.  because  of  their  deteriorating  condition  v/ere 
re-represented  to  the  Council,  as  individual  unfit  houses.  The 
number  in  which  the  Council  took  Statutory  action  during  the  year 
was  thus  42  as  summarised  below: -

In  June  1959  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  came 
into  force  and  under  this  Act  further  provision  ’was  made  for  the 
granting  of  assistance  for  the  provision  of  baths,  v;ater  closets,  hot 
water  supply,  food  storage  and  v;ash  hand  basins.  Formerly  the  decision 
as  to  whether  a grant  shall  be  given  was  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Local  Authority,  Under  the  ne\7  regulations,  provided  the  proposed 
scheme  is  satisfactory  the  owner  can  claim  the  grant  as  a right  for 
the  provision  of  the  five  items  mentioned. 


There  are  nov/  two  types  of  grant  - the  standard  grant 
covering  the  five  items  mentioned  and  the  discretionary  grant  under 
v/hich  all  defects  are  remedied  in  addition  to  the  provision  of  the 
various  services  and  amenities.  The  Act  also  removed  limitations 
upon  the  proportion  and  amount  which  local  authorities  can  lend  for 
the  acquisition  and  improvement  of  properties. 

The  Council  also  adopted  a policy  of  modernising  Council 
houses  erected  before  the  War  so  as  to  provide  these  v/ith  all  the 
services  and  amenities  provided  for  in  the  Act,  It  has  always  been  the 
policy  of  the  Council  to  encourage  owners  to  modernise  dwellings  v/ith 
the  aid  of  improvement  grants,  and  very  satisfactory  results  have 
beeai  obtained,  particularly  in  those  cases  where  a discretionary  grant 
has  been  agreed. 

During  the  year  57  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants 
affecting  74  properties  and  7 applications  for  Standard  Grants 
affecting  8 properties  were  approved.  The  total  number  of  cases 
approved  since  the  Council  became  the  Authority  for  dealing  with 
these  cases  has  risen  to  304  cases  affecting  353  properties,  and  the 
amount  of  grants  approved  totals  £106,763  up  to  the  end  of  1959* 

The  results  have  in  all  instances  been  very  satisfactory,  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  this  scheme  has  not  only  enabled  properties  to  be 
brought  up  to  a good  standard  but  it  has  been  the  means  of  retaining 
properties  v/hich  possess  features  that  are  not  present  in  modern 
houses,  In  addition,  it  has  enabled  accommodation  to  be  retained 
and  thus  avoided  the  Council  having  to  provide  more  houses  for  -the 
occupants.

Sewa.gp_  Disposal 

During  the  year  tYno  major  schemes  for  providing  sewers 
and  sev/age  disposal  works  were  undertaken.  At  the  Reddings  the 
sev/ers  were  extended  to  serve  this  area  whilst  at  Gotherington  and 
Wools  tone  work  of  providing  s.evirers  and  a sewage  disposal  works  was 
well  advanced. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  also 
conducted  enquiries  into  the  need  for  sewerage  schemes  to  deal  with 
the  village  of  Swindon  and  the  hamlet  of  Aston  Cross, 
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Negotiations  were  also  opened  with  the  War  Department  for 
the  acquisition  of  the  sewage  disposal  v/orks  constructed  hy  the 
Department.  Dy  agreement  the  sewage  from  the  Northv/ay  Housing  site 
is  also  treated  at  these  works  and  the  sewage  from  the  Aston  Cross 
area  will  also  he  pumped  to  this  site  for  treatment. 

The  Council  agreed  that  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  v;orks 
shall  also  he  provided  for  Dumhleton  and  Laverton,  and  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  to  commence  iDreparing  these 
schemes. 


Samples  of  sewage  effluents  v/ere  taken  periodically  at 
the  Council's  sewerage  v/orks  and  3I  samples  were  submitted  for 
analysis.

The  nuinher  of  new  connections  made  to  the  mains  during 
the  year  totalled  400,  and  of  these  237  connections  were  made  to  the 
Council’s  mains,  159  to  the  Cheltenham  Corporation’s  mains  and  4 "to 
the  Gloucester  City  mains.

The  total  length  of  cast  iron  and  asbestos  distributor 
mains  owned  by  the  Coimcil  of  diameters  from  2-9  inches  is 
approximately  IO8  miles.  In  addition  there  are  approximately  llj 
miles  of  galvanised,  copper  and  asbestos  pipes  of  between  and  2'' 
diameter  and  21^  miles  of  supply  and  pumping  mains  from  3 to  6 inches 
in  diameter.

Built  up  areas  receive  two  collections  and  the  remainder 
of  the  district  one  collection  approximntely  every  fortnight.  This 
arrangement  is  satisfactory  and  has  overcome  previous  difficulties 
which  had  been  encountered  especially  at  holiday  times. 

The  controlled  method  of  tipping  is  undertaken  and  refuse 
is  tipped,  at  Shurdington,  Snowshill,  Winchcombe,  Prestbury  and 
Twyning.
